PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO CONSTITUTION OF 
STATE OF MISSISSIPPI 


HOUSE CONCURRENT RESOLUTION NO. 30 


A CONCURRENT RESOLUTION TO 
AMEND SECTION 203 OF THE MIS- 
SISSIPPI CONSTITUTION OF 1890 SO 
i OF NIN 
MEMBERS. 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGIS- 
LATURE OF THE STATE OF MIS- 
SISSIPPI, TWO THIRDS (2/3) OF 
THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 
AND THE SENATE CONCURRING 
THEREIN, AND AGREEING THERE- 
TO, That the following amendment to 
the Constitution of the State of Missis- 
sippi be submitted to the qualified elec- 
tors of the state for ratification or re 
jection at an election to be held on the 
first Tuesday after the first Monday of 
November, 1962, viz: 


That Section 203 of the Constitution 
be amended to read as follows: 


“Section 203, There shall be a state 
board of education to be composed of 
nine (9) members. One member of such 
board shall be appointed trom each con- 
gressional district of the state as the 
same were constitu as of January 1, 
1962, and one member shall be appointed 
from each supreme court district. In 

ing the original appointments, the 
governor shall appoint one member from 
the northern district for a term of one 
year, one member from the central dis- 
trict for a term of eight (8) years and 
one member from the southern district 
for a term of nine (9) years; the attorney 
general shall appoint one member from 
the first congressional district for a 
term of three (3) years, one member from 
the second congressional district for a 
term of five (5) years and one member 
from the third congressional district for 


g term of seven (7) years; the séretary 
of state l appoint one member from 
the fourth congressional district for a 
term of two (2) years, one member from 
the fifth congressional district for a 
term of four (4) years:and one member 
from the sixth congressio district for 
a term of six (6) years, Thereafter all 
appointments shall be made by the gover- 
nor and the term of office of all mem- 
bers shall be for a period of nine (9) 
years. The terms of office of all mem- 
bers shall commence on the fifteenth 


day of April of the year in which the 


appointment is made.” 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That 
the secretary of state is hereby directed 
to give the notice of election in the man-

Why does Mississippi have the 


il end highest fire death rate in 


the: nation? The answer to this 
question is being sought by the 


Mississippi State Board of Health| 


through a carefully planned study 
that will get underway this month, 

“With over 200 fire deaths an- 
nualiy in our state, no longer can 
wa ignore the tremendeus fire 
casualties that occur: year after 
year,” said Dr. A. L. Gray, State 
Health Officer. 

“Last year, fires and @xplostons 
from combustible materials caused 
more deaths than tuberculosis 
and polio combined and an in- 
calculable number of injuries and 
disabilities,” stated Dr. Gray. The 
health department, he said, plans 
to halt this needless human loss 
and misery in the same manner 
other public health problems are 
attacked. 

The forthcoming study has been 
designed to pinpoint the under- 
lying factors that lead to fires in 
Mississippi, thereby yielding data 
needed in planning a statewide 
prevention program. Hinds, War- 
ren, Yazoo and Lauderdale Coun- 
ties have been selected for the 
investigation because of their 
high fire death rates, according 
to Dr. Gray.
